CONSTITUTION 


That this organisation be called Association of Teachers of Russian. 


That membership be open to all persons concerned in the teaching of 
Russian and to such other persons as the committee may appoint. 


That Associate Membership be open to students training to be teachers 
of Russian and to teachers not actually teaching Russian. 


That Associate Members shall not vote nor hold office unless co-opted. 
That Associate Membership-fee be 50% full fee. 

That the annual membership-fee be determined at A.G.M. 

That membership become valid on payment of the annual fee. 

That an annual general meeting be held every period of 12 months. 


That a special general meeting may be called at any time on demand 
of 50% current paid membership. 


That the financial accounts of the Association be audited annually by 
a proper legal authority and presented at A.G.M., and that a state- 
ment of these accounts be open for inspection for 48 hours before the 
commencement of A.G.M. 


That the following officers be appointed at A.G.M. to serve for a 
period of three years: i. Hon. Chairman; ii. Hon. Vice-Chairman ; 
iii. Hon. General Secretary ; iv. Hon. Membership Secretary ; v. Hon. 
Correspondence Secretary ; vi. Hon. Treasurer. 


That the same person shall not be elected chairman for more than 
three years. 


That there shall be five sub-committees with the following interests : 
i. text-books; ii. teaching-aids and methods; _ iii. examinations ; 
iv. exchanges with U.S.S.R.;_ v. information and Broadsheet. 


That the composition and function of the sub-committees be not 
written into the constitution but reviewable by the committee and 
A.G.M. 


That a secretary for each sub-committee be elected at A.G.M. to 
serve for three years. 


That these five secretaries become members of the main committee. 
That the number of University representatives on the committee of 
A.T.R. be made up annually at A.G.M. to a total of at least three. 
That local branches not already represented on the committee be 
empowered to send a representative to sit on the committee. 
That three members without other duties be elected annually at 
A.G.M. to serve on the committee. 


That convening secretaries of local branches be elected annually at 
A.G.M. 


That the Steering Committee of A.T.R. consist of Hon. Chair- 
man, Hon. General Secretary, Hon. Membership Secretary and one 
University Representative, to be elected annually at A.G.M. 


That Professors of Russian, Heads of University Departments of 
Russian and such other persons as the committee may decide be 
invited to serve as Hon. Vice-Presidents. 


That A.G.M. shall invite one of the Hon. Vice-Presidents to serve 
as Hon. President.

REVIEWS 
About Kometa No. 3 


In No. 3 of KOMETA I have found the following mistakes : 


page 2—cheres les (should be cherez les) 

page 2—pochem (should be pochom) 

page 2—Khoroshiy-li (should be without hyphen) 
page 5—na poberezh’i (should be na poberezh’e). 
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On page 7 the phrase ya k tebe which Stepan is supposed to have 
said, does not mean anything to me. On the same page there is 
a crossword with klyuchi vniz and poperek : nothing really 
wrong with this, but one is used to seeing in Soviet magazines 
po gorizontali and po vertikali, and without klyuchi. Why not 
keep the same expressions ? 


So much for mistakes, now a few words of general criticism. 
Is not KOMETA No. 3 written for pupils who have had only two 
terms of Russian and are now doing a third? If so, how then 
can they be expected to know not only the three tenses and 
perfective verbs, but also the conditional, participles and gerunds ? 
I think that both the grammar and the vocabu'ary are far too 
difficult for beginners. 


And what is the purpose of the vocabulary on the last page ? 
To help to understand the texts? Then there is not enough of it. 
If we take, say, page 6. The vocabulary on the last pace consist; 
of six words, among them noga, and moloko which the student 
might know already. But on the same page there are much more 
difficult words : userdno, voskhishcheniye, usest’sya, odcbri‘el’no, 
issledovaniye, etc., which are not explained. Is it left to the 
teacher? Then why bother to print any vocabulary ? 

My second year pupils do enjoy reading KOMETA however, 
though even they need a dictionary or my help to understand it 
all.

LERMCNTOV: BELA, MAXIM MAXIMICH, TAMAN’. 
Detgiz, Moscow, 1958. 


‘A Hero of Our Times’ (and especially those parts of the novel 
which are reproduced in this volume) is undoubtedly one of the 
best books which one can use to introduce Russian 19th century 
literature to the 6th former. On the one hand, Lermontov’s 
language and style are simple and present few real difficultics. 
On the other hand, the literary merit of the stories is easy t» 
appreciate. They are set against a colourful background, they 
have plenty of action and they tell of interesting and unusual 
people. These and other features always make the reading of this 
text a pleasureable experience for the young student. 


This edition has much to recommend it. It has a useful intro- 
duction which gives a picture of the novel as a whole. There are 
footnotes which provide translations of all the non-Russian words 
in the text and which explain other words which might cause 
difficulty for the reader of today.

Though this is a book for children its contents are not 
‘childish,’ and they will be enjoyed by people of all ages who 
like stories about the sea. 


Unfortunately, the fact that this book was published for the ’ 
benefit of pupils in non-Russian schools does not mean that the 
stories are written in simple Russian. Some of the stories contain 
passages which are difficult, and the range of vocabulary is rather 
wide. However, some difficulties are resolved by footnotes, in 
which words and phrases are explained in simple Russian. 


From a linguistic point of view this book will be of most use 
to students who have already attained some fluency in reading.

TAPES 


The following additions have been made to our collection of tapes 
already advertised in the Broadsheet No. 3. 


(i) A Soviet Students’ Gathering. The tape, accompanied by 
typewritten text, comprises a scripted conversation between students 
on topics ranging from poetry and films to sport. There are many 
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readings of poetry, prose extracts and riddles scattered through the 
text. The voices both male and female, are young and vigorous 
and typically modern, as opposed to those in the artistic readings 
available by, for example, Kachalov, IPinskiy and M.X.A.T. 
Unfortunately, the speed at which the whole thing is taken, for 
all that the recording is good, makes the accompanying text 
indispensible, so that should the demand be great, some effort 
will have to be made to produce extra typed copies. 


(ii) Potapova: Grammar. Thanks to Mr. J. M. Doney of 
the British Council we now have recordings of most of the texts 
from Potapova (I & II) by members of the Teachers’ Delegation 
over here this year. The speed is fairly fast, but the recording 
quality is remarkably high. The voices are ordinary and varied, 
and are therefore of some interest in themselves. 


The early lessons of Part I have also been recorded by Mrs. 
Harley and Mrs. Volossevich. These are more carefully designed 
for classroom use, being taken at a much slower speed, although 
only the very early lessons are unnaturally slow. While the actual 
recording is not of a professional standard, the results are quite 
clear. It is hoped to add duplicate readings by male voices, and 
to complete the present recordings by early in the New Year. 
There are at least now available sufficient readings of these text- 
bcoks to satisfy initial demands. 


(iii) Moere & Struve, Part I. The description of this record- 
ing in Broadsheet No. 3 is totally incorrect. There is only one 
recording available, and that is by Mr. E. Harley. We hope to 
have a reading by a female voice added soon. 


Comment 


Since A.T.R. has purchased a tape recorder, it is possible to 
combine this with members’ own recorders if necessary to produce 
duplicate copies of tapes. Should the demand for any one resord- 
ing be great, it can be met. by an “increase in reproduction.” 
Similarly, should any members wish to acquire copies for them- 
selves, a thing well worth considering in the case of course books, 
they may obtain these by sending money or blank tapes to the 
Secretary of the Aids Committee. 


Unless our methods of recording prove unsatisfactory, it is 
proposed for the time being not to attempt to make tapes with 
the aid of professional firms. Our aim is rather to produce in 
quantity with adequate quality, than to sacrifice quantity for an 
unnecessarily high quality. We should be most obliged if any 
native Russian members who have access to a tape recorder and 
a quiet room would record themselves such material as they feel 
might be of use or interest. A.T.R. would be pleased to purchase 
or take copies from such tapes. 








The position as regards film-strips remains unchanged since 
Broadsheet No. 3. Likewise, we would still appreciate members’ 
suggestions on the subject of Wall Charts.

Only three members sent in comments on the Summer’s exami- 
nation papers in Russian of the four Boards. Only one had 
serious complaints to make with regard to the standards. They 
concerned the “ Ordinary ” level paper of the Cambridge Board : 
“ Translation from Russian.” 


The Examinations Sub-Committee will have considered these 
criticisms, as well as examined the papers of the three other 
Boards, before this appears in print. 

The papers this year of the (“ Northern”) Joint Matriculation 
Board appear to have been satisfactory—the other two letters 
received were to this effect. 

Those interested in “O” level examinations, as well as those 
interested in the subject of minimum vocabularies may like to 
consider the vocabulary of the Cambridge examination. It con- 
tained amongst other things the following (to be translated into 
English) :

VISITING RUSSIA WITH A.T.R. 


The television camera hummed, the B.B.C. interviewer started to 
interview: we were the first official group of students to visit 
Russia, twenty-five of us, all sixth formers, and at least seven of 
"s spoke the language quite well. Soon we were to find in the 
face of native Russians how far from the truth that last statement 


could be, for the A.T.R. party to Russia, loosely connected with 
Contours, was on its way. 


We travelled to Leningrad on the Baltika, through the Baltic 
in glorious sunshine (we were lucky to be sailing in the best week 
in August). We might have travelled by coach through Europe 
taking a little longer but costing less. It would certainly have 
been an experience and we would have seen much mc-re; but we 
had the unique experience of visiting Moscow ahead o* us and 
cruising in the Baltika was wonderfully relaxing and instilled in us 
a true holiday spirit. I should have been sorry to miss Helsinki, 
a very pretty town with a gay atmosphere, and many of us 
regretted that on our voyage the ship did not stop at Copenhagen 
or Stockholm. 


Leningrad, our first experience of Russia, is a fine city of 
gilt and architectural splendour and the majority preferred it to 
Moscow in many respects. It was disappointing to learn that the 
Hermitage was closed on both days that we were in Leningrad. 
Mr. Forsyth and Mr. Hart, enthusiastic and enterprising couriers 
throughout, tried hard to arrange another day in Leningrad to 
visit this famous museum, but at that late date it was impos:ible. 
It was s"rprisine that some members of the party did not enioy 
visiting Petrodvorets on the Gulf of Finland, for the collection 
of fountains. some unusual, some unexpectedly savirting some 
intricate and beautiful, and the rest in magnificent display before 
the palace, is to my mind unforgettable. 
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The hard class journey to Moscow was made softly and 
comfortably in sleepers with a motherly matron to make us tea 
and rouse us by tugging away the bedclothes in the morning. 
From the train we had our only glimpse of the Russian villages 
and fa:ming country. We should have spent a day less in Moscow 
visiting buildings, and instead seen a collective farm, and. perhaps 
a Pioneers’ camp out in the countryside. We might also have 
visited Zagorsk monastery about which we heard much. But 
there is never time to do everything and it would have been a 
pity to miss the “ Easter-egg collection,” the Kremlin, the modern 
University and its panorama over the city, the dancing and the 
sputniks at the Exhibition of U.S.S.R. Achievements, or the new 
rapidly built apartment houses in the suburbs. Our Intourist 
guides were pleasant and frank and we were shown the poverty 
in back-streets as well as the wide boulevards quickly replacing 
them. I was afterwards glad to have missed the visit of the party 
to a service in a large church, for I found a quaint little church 
with green cupolas, its interior packed with old folk in black 
shawls, some praying round a mummified member of the con- 
gregation while others were kissing the gold-encrusted icons cover- 
ing the walls. The only youthful congregation we saw was at 
the opening ceremony of a school in Leningrad, when we were 
presented with flowers and badges after the children in their white 
aprons or blue suits, most wearing the red kerchief of the Pioneers, 
had clapped in the new pupils. The happy spectacle they presented 
was one of the high-lights of the holiday. 

The Great Britain—U.S.S.R. Society treated us well at the 
House of Friendship. We were shown a film of The Captain’s 
Daughter, discussed education, crime and colonialism at a unique 
meeting with Russian professional men, and had conversation 
lessons with Russian undergraduates. These lessons improved our 
facility to catch the many syllables in most Russian words, but 
those learning the language only as a subsidiary subject found lack 
of vocabulary a drawback to their own speaking and felt that 
meeting young Russians of our own age would have been a better 
substitute. 

In the evenings we enjoyed ourselves, the Russian way, at 
Gorky Recreation Park, went past the Kremlin at night in a 
motor-launch (regrettably our only trip on the River Moscow) ; 
were delighted by the Obraztsov puppets, and found the crowd 
and the stadium interesting at a football match. It was unfor- 
tunate that no chance could be found of visiting a ballet. 


We were fed well, although when we had tvorog in the ever- 
present shchi, we thought they must have exhausted the ways of 
serving it: but no, next day it turned up fried in pancakes! 
The hotels were comfortable, although rather austere, and we were 
glad to be at the National in the centre of the city and not with 
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the Contours party at the Ukraine. 


Of course our days in Russia passed all too quickly, but as 
we steamed through the Kiel Canal on the maiden voyage of the 
“atvia, we found on looking back that we had packed so many 
beautiful, amazing and delightful memories in those eight days 
that the holiday is assured of living on in our thoughts for many 
years. 


For these memories and the holiday from which they stem, 
we must thank the unknown organisers in A.T.R., the knowledge 
and enthusiasm of Mr. Forsyth and Mr. Hart, and of course the 
generous hospitality of the Russians themselves.

Dear Sir, 


It is, I know, not common practice, though it is not unknown. 
for an author to write in his own defence to the editor of a journal 
in which a review of his work has appeared and I shall not, there- 
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fore, take it amiss if you decide not to print this letter in A.T.R. 
Broadsheet. In writing this letter, however, I am concerned not 
with defending my ‘ Russian Pronunciation’ (the faults of which 
I am as well aware of as anybody) nor with defending myself as 
an author (and I am well aware of my faults there too) but rather 
with establishing one or two correct notions about the teaching of 
Russian pronunciation. I hope then that you will consider this 
letter a small contribution to a solution of problems with which 
members of A.T.R. are all faced at times. I hope too that your 
reviewer (whose semi-anonymity conceals, I think, the identity of 
a colleague and friend) will not be offended by my critical response 
to the review. 


The statement that ‘ phonetically Russian is among the most 
difficult languages in Europe’ was not, of course, my own but 
that of the contributor of the Foreword, who is a much better 
phonetician—and a professional one—than I can ever hope to be. 
I agree, however, that the beginner in Russian might be depressed 
by such a statement and I would add that it is much better to 
teach a student Russian pronunciation and then tell him he has 
conquered a difficult subject. 

I am inclined to agree that a table of corresponding hard and 
soft consonants (the lack of which has been pointed out by 
another reviewer) might have a slight usefulness, though it simply 
sets down in short tabular form what is in the text anyway and 
gives no help in acquiring the sounds. On the other hand, if by 
‘a diagram to illustrate the classification of vowels’ your reviewer 
means a vowel quadrilateral with the Russian and English vowels 
marked on it, then I agree that this ‘would also be valuable.’ I 
had wanted to avoid making my book too much like a technical 
treatise on phonetics and have probably over-played this. The 
diagram would, of course, be accompanied by a verbal description 
and it would then indeed give the student a graphic idea of what — 
is happening (or should be happening) in his mouth when he 
pronounces the Russian vowels. 


On p. 50 your reviewer seems to be pleased with me for not 
going into a ‘detailed description of the Russian phonological 
system in a practical text-book of this kind,’ yet on p. 51 appears 
to want me to introduce the phoneme concept and to teach that 
nt and “ are members of one phoneme. Though several Russian 
authors have made a good case for considering them to be separate 
phonemes, I could not agree more that they are members of one 
phoneme, as was established very neatly and succinctly by Simon 
Boyanus some twenty years ago and indicated en passant by 
Baudouin de Comtenay some seventy years ago. And I agree 
that, from a phonematic point of view, ‘ the significant distinction 
.. . between 6ir and Guts is in the variety .. . of the ‘6’ and 
‘t.? but where does that get us from the practical teaching point

of view? In ‘Russian Pronunciation’ I am concerned to teach 
students how to make the sounds of Russian, not with the 
phonemes and the distribution of allophones in Russian. One 
simply cannot say, for practical purposes, that ‘both [i.e 1 
and uj, when stressed, are pronounced “i”.’ Nor does it help, 
again for practical purposes, to add that ‘ this [i.e., the allophonic 
divergence of the phoneme i] is caused by’ the nature of the 
preceding consonant. This is to imply that it is impossible to 
pronounce a soft consonant before mu or a hard consonant before 
u. I can do it voluntarily and most students, at least in the early 
stages, occasionally do it involuntarily. All that one can say is 
that ut is preceded by hard consonants, whereas u is not. 


Your reviewer does not express any objection to my distinguish- 
ing two qualities of ‘e,’ or two qualities of ‘o,’ etc. and yet these 
are phenomena akin to the ti-u phenomenon. 


The point is this: that in learning to pronounce a foreign 
language one has to learn to make the vowel allophones (the 
individual vowel sounds), whether or not one learns anything 
about their grouping into phonemes (‘families of sounds’). 
(Does a Russian child learn the t-1 phoneme or does he learn 
to make the two different sounds m and un ? How many people 
with excellent or perfect pronunciation of some foreign language 
know anything about phonemes ?). It is true that Russian has 
few vowel phonemes (five only) whereas English and French have 
many more, but the Russian vowel phonemes have many allo- 
phones (i.e., much variety within the separate phonemes), whereas 
English and French vowel phonemes have very few, so that all 
three languages have a great variety of vowel sounds (as distinct, 
say, from Serbo-Croation or Czech), be they phonemes or allo- 
phones. And it is those sounds that the student has to learn to 
make. I do not suggest that the student should be made to learn 
all the sounds before he is allowed to speak Russian or read it 
aloud. This is, in fact, precisely what I wanted to avoid by taking 
the sounds in order of progressive unfamiliarity or difficulty, 
leaving the more unfamiliar in a rough-cut state until a later 
polishing up. (This is the excellent principle underlying Rudolf 
Steinitz’s very useful text-book Russische Lautlehre). But in 
recommending the temporary acceptance of a ‘rough-cut state’ 
I am not suggesting that there is a ‘norm’ or ‘ average” for each 
vowel, nor did I imply this in my book. This is precisely the 
idea which students will arrive at if they are taught, for example,

that ‘ both 11 and u when stressed, are pronounced “i”.’ - 


For practical purposes of teaching the pronunciation of Russian, 
we should concentrate on the sounds of the language and leave the 
phonemes to take care of themselves.

RUSSIAN AND THE AIMS OF MODERN 
LANGUAGE STUDIES 


It has been said that the greatest single defect of English education 
in general is its lack of clearly understood aims. If the various 
subjects which make up the academic side of our educational 
system are judged in the light of this criticism it is clear that 
Modern Languages are among the most guilty. Whereas, for 
example, the faculties of Science or Mathematics or History can 
claim significantly that their ultimate individual aim is to produce 
scientists, mathematicians or historians, the Modern Language 
faculty cannot maintain that its aim is to produce “ modern 
linguists ” in any ordinarily understood sense of the term. What 
then are the occult aims of the Modern Language faculty? Are 
these aims being realised ? How do they apply to Russian ? 

Here we are not concerned with the aims, common presumably 
to all academic subjects, of teaching the pupil to assimilate and 
organise knowledge, of training the powers of judgment and sense 
of relevance, etc., etc., but with those aims peculiar to Modern 
Languages alone, by which we claim for our subject a place in 
the timetable. 

Examinations in Modern Languages, from O. Level up to 
Degree Level, demand from candidates not exclusively, but cer- 
tainly largely,.a knowledge of language and literature. As Dr. 
R. Hingley has pointed out on more than one occasion, it is 
doubtful whether these demands are realistic, but, quite apart 
from the failure of Modern Language courses to produce com- 
petent linguists and accomplished. literary critics, probably few 
teachers, if pressed, would maintain that the study of language 
and literature was an end in itself. Teachers with whom I have 
discussed this generally find themselves defending their subject by 
claiming that its ultimate purpose is to achieve some understand- 
ing of a society different from our own. It is significant however 
that many teachers are surprised by this question of aims, having 
never really considered it. 

Collinzwood once said that history, properly understood, was 
an attempt to think the thoughts of dead men. Similarly, a satis- 
factory unifying definition of the aim of Modern Language studies 
might well be: an attempt to think the thoughts of another society. 
But if such is the real aim of Modern Languages, it is nct being 
pursued at present effectively or indeed at times even consciously. 

In view of this basic uncertainty is it any wonder that, in 
the words of the Modern Language Association report, Medern 
Languages in the Sixth Form, we read: “ We believe that there 
is 9 significant current of opinion to the effect that our courses 
have not yet attained the stature and solidity of those in Classics, 
History, the Moral Sciences and possibly English ” ? 
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To be effective in terms of their ultimate aim Modern Language 
studies would have to place a greater emphasis than at present 
on the historical, geographical, political, economic and religious 
aspects of the society in question and pay some attention to 
creative achievements other than literature, such as art, music 
and philosophy. The importance of these different aspects naturally 
varies from one Modern Language to another: Spanish literature 
is perhaps more significant than Spanish music ; Russian politics 
perhaps of greater interest than Russian painting. There is need 
for clear thought and discussion here among Modern Language 
teachers. 


At the same time, if Modern Language studies were to be 
broadened along these lines, careful planning and nation-wide 
co-operation between schools and universities would probably be 
necessary. For example, A. Level courses in our schools should 
become not only more balanced and complete in themselves but 
should also perhaps form an integral part of an overall course 
which could be continued at university level. It might be best if 
A. Level included, besides language, a general background course 
rather than the study of two or three set texts. Sch a course 
would be more complete in itse'f than the present language and 
literature A. Level, and the student would be in a better position 
to cope with the literature against the background of general 
studies and with his greater experience of the language than the 
new sixth-former who has only just finished O. Level. 


A factor to be taken into account would obviously be the 
ability and interests of the Modern Language staff at school and 
university, but, if necessary, is it impossible to invite staff from 
other departments to lecture to the Modern Linguists? Perhaps 
Modern Languages could in this way offset the oft-criticised evils 
of over specialisation, which are not helped by the prevailing 
departmental parochialism. 


Doubtless many such organisational problems would arise. 
Fundamental rethinking and reorganisation is not an easy task, 
but it is essential if Modern Languages in general and Russian in 
particular are to become the recognised equals of older disciplines. 


As a relatively new subject in our educational system, Russian 
is in a more favourable position than other languages for leading 
the way in reform, since it is freer to steer its own course, less 
directly determined by tradition and precedence. It would be a 
pity if it settled into line with the unsatisfactory state of affairs in 
other languages ; the more so since knowledge of Russian history 
and politics, to mention no other aspects of the general back- 
ground, is of indisputable importance not only to the student of 
Russian, but to our whole society. 


A.T.R. could play a key role in all this. We are fortunate 
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that this widely recognised and influential organisation, uniting 
school and university teachers, is already in existence while 
Russian is still at an early stage in its development in this country. 
We have a ready-made forum for discussion and the machinery 
to set up committees whose recommendations will be received with 
respect. 


In his article in A.T.R. Broadsheet No. 3, Mr. R. A. Peace 
proclaimed that now is the time to act in campaigning for the 
expansion of Russian studies in our schools. Perhaps now is also 
the time to act in clearly formulating the aims to be pursued in 
these studies and in planning our courses accordingly.

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KRUZHKI 
Scottish Kruzhok 


There was a good attendance at the second meeting of the Scottish 
Kruzhok, held on Saturday, 8th October, at 16 North Park Terrace, 
Edinburgh, the home of the Convener, Mr. Milne. 


The following business was discussed. 


I. Follow-up of previous points : 
(a) Finance. The A.T.R. will make available to the Scottish 


Kruzhok all or most of the subscriptions of Scottish members. A 
small additional lump sum for some specific purpose or purchase 
may be made available later from a grant of £200 made to the 
A.T.R. by the Gulbenkian Foundation. 


(b) Membership of the A.T.R. Associate membership of the 
A.T.R. is open to students of Russian, and non-teachers, at half 
fee. 


(c) Organisation of the A.T.R. in Scotland will remain as at 
present. There seems to be no definite demand for the establish- 
ment of a second Scottish kruzhok. 


(d) Meetings. There will be, as previously agreed, one meet- 
ing per term, plus as many extraordinary meetings as may seem 
desirable. 


(e) Suggested ‘O”’ level paper for submission to the Depart- 
ment. Twelve translations, four interpretations, two aural com- 
prehension passages, two passages for language practice and two 
essays were received from members. The convener would be 
grateful for more specimen examples (except possibly of Trans- 
lation and particularly of Aural Comprehension). These would 
have to be submitted in the near future. The appraisal of the 
papers submitted was delayed due to the intervention of the 
holidays, but it is hoped to have a specimen paper ready by the 
end of the year. 


(f) Vocabulary List. It had previously been suggested that 
a list of words suitable for ‘O” level examinations be compiled 
and submitted to the department. Nothing further will be done 
about this until the comparable A.T.R. list for G.C.E. ‘O” level 
has been published. 


(g) Copies of L.C. Papers. The Department was asked for 
permission to reprint old L.C. papers. A reply was received stating 
that publication of these papers in book form was being considered. 
The letters received from the Department on this matter have 
however been so deliberately vague that it was decided to go ahead 
and print our own copies. These will be distributed to members 
as soon as they are available. 
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The Course in Moscow. There was some animated discussion 
on this. The convener had suggested in a letter to the Department 
that the proportional representation of Scottish teachers might 
justifiably be increased. The Department in reply declared itself 
satisfied that “Scotland has been fairly and in some respects 
generously treated.” Some disquiet has arisen among some mem- 
bers however over the method of selection. Should, for instance, 
people who have already visited Russia, whether on this course 
or not, be selected ? 


Textbooks. There was some discussion on the Haywood 
Grammar. Most members praise this highly, but some revi ion 
appears to be required. It is almost essential when using the book 
to refer to the criticisms of it in the A.T.R. broadsheet. 


II. The Government Committee on the Teaching of Russian.

A meeting was held in the Russian department of Leeds 
University on 12th November. Present at the meeting were 
Mrs. Bradley, Mr. R. V. Collin, Miss L. Cooper, Mr. P. T. Culhane, 
Mr. N. J. Dunstan, Miss J. Grunberg, Miss E. Hunkin, Mr. R. A. 
Peace. 


The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 
Miss Grunberg said that it had been suggested at the last meeting 
that meetings should be fixed in different towns in the area. The 
secretary said that it would be difficult for him to arrange any 
meeting in another town, but the matter was approved in principle, 
and Sheffield was suggested as a possible town for the next meet- 
ing of the kruzhok. Conversation groups up to now had not 
materialised, but it was agreed to persevere with the idea and 
Miss Grunberg agreed to organise the people in the Sheffield and 
Rotherham area. 


New members were then introduced, Mrs. Bradley and Mr. 
R. V. Collin being the only two present at the meeting. The 
secretary informed the meetin: that the number of members in 
the area had now increased ; 25 being the present figure, with a 
possibility of a further increase in the near future. 


Discussion then took place about new developments in books. 
The usefulness of Mr. Haywood’s book was asserted by people 
using the book in schools. Other new publications were discussed 
including the new Soviet series of readers with English vocabulary 
and notes. The English in these books was sometimes suspect 
and rather old-fashioned, but the books were found useful as 
general reading material for peop'e studying for Ordinary Level 
G.C.E. Miss Grunberg said that some of the books set by the 
J.M.B. were not readily available except in collected works and 
this proved inconvenient and expensive for students at Evening 
Institutes. It was suggested that authorities and publishing houses 
should work together on this matter, so that books set should be 
easily available. It was pointed out by Mr. Peace that Bradda 
had recently started publishing such books and that this factor 
would help to solve the problem in the near future. Miss Hunkin 
then said that although the quality of these publications was higher 
than that of the corresponding Soviet ones, the price was some- 
times appreciably hicher. 


The choice of works for the Advanced Level of G.C.E. was then 
brought under discussion. In particular the choice of Zhenit’ba 
and Skvernyy anekdot by J.M.B. was considered an unsuitable 
one. It was decided that a letter should be written to J.MB.. 
pointing out the unsuitability and lack of appeal of these two 
works. 
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New members were then informed that A.T.R. possessed a 
number of tape-recordings for loan to members. The secretary 
undertook to write to Mr. Davidson and arrange for tapes to be 
loaned to members of the kruzhok who could then make their own 
recordings. 


It was decided to fix the next meeting for 9th December. The 
meeting should take the form of a Russian evening, to be held at 
the new premises of the Russian Department in Clarendon Road. 
It was decided to invite as many Russian speakers as possible and 
to provide refreshments at a moderate cost. Mrs. Bradley and 
Miss Hunkin undertook to co-operate in the matter of provisions, 
and it was left to the secretary to devise the form of the meeting. 
It was decided that the meeting should start at 8 p.m. and continue 
until about 10 p.m. This would allow people from out of town 
to come to the meeting. 


The secretary was authorised to contact the Modern Languages 
Association to find out possible points of co-operation. 


Mr. Dunstan then suggested that perhaps some kind of meet- 
ing of children studying Russian could be arranged. This was 
approved but left for further discussion at the next meeting.

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NEWS FROM ABROAD 


Secretary’s Report 


We are pleased to comment on considerable activity in the cause 
of Russian teaching in Norway and Italy. 


In Norway Miss Siri Sverdrup Lunden, a member of our own 
A.T.R., has been carrying on a campaign in the press and in 
academic circles similar to that which has been, and sti!l is taking 
place in this country. She points to a complete absence of Russian 
in schools, but finds encouragement in the increase in University 
students occupied with Russian from 20-30 around 1950 to 66 in 
1959, an increase which has been maintained in 1960. In additicn 
to this, a course for scientists is now he!d at Oslo University. In 
her plea for Russian in schools Miss Lunden suggests that the 
s“bstitution of Russian for Latin presents an easy and obvious 
so'ution in Norway. Whether it is more likely to be acceptable 
there than here is a matter for speculation. We shall be very 
pleased to hear of any progress made by Miss Lunden and her 
associates. 


From Italy, Dr. A. Carpitella of the Italy-U.S.S.R. Association 
has reported on their “ Third Seminary of Russian Language and 
Literature imeni Gor’kogo” held from August 23rd to September 
4th, 1960. The duplicated material supplied to us by them reveals 
that much detailed preparation was made for this study course, 
and that Soviet academicians played a very large part in this; 
V'adimir Arakin, Professor of the Moscow Ped. Inst., being singled 
ont for special thanks. The extent of the material in our hancs 
makes further comment difficult in a short space. It is therefcre 
proposed to place it all at the disposal of these attending the 
A.G.M. at Oxford for closer examination. Svuffice it to say that 
while these Italian activities differ in scope from those of A.T.R., 
they reveal no lack of interest and enthusiasm. 


From the Mining Institute in Ostrava, Czechoslovakia, we have 
received thanks and praise for Broadsheet No. 3. and the news 
that we are being quoted in the Czech magazine “ Russkiy Yazik.” 
They beg permission to quote frem further numbers: m2y we 
hope for our part that they continue to find much quote-worthy 
material.

A.A.T.S.E.E.L. 


A.T.R. is in contact with the American Association of Teachers 
of Slavic and East European Languages, and has received their 
Fall News Letter which may be seen at A.G.M. 


It is obvious from the Association’s title that A.A.T.S.E.E.L. 
covers a far wider range than A.T.R., and in a report on our 
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association the Fall News Letter points to another difference : 
“ A.T.R. differs from A.A.T.S.E.E.L. in that it acts as a central 
body for the profession, and, through its various sub-committees 


concerns itself more directly with the immediate needs of its 
members.” 


The reports of the News Letter would seem to bear this out. 
There is much activity in the field of Russian studies in America, 
but it seems to be based almost entirely on regional university 
centres, where there is a lively interest in the problems of teach- 
ing Russian at every level. 


Practical experiments in the teaching of Russian are perhaps 
bolder than in this country. Thus the Arizona Language School, 
which admits pupils between the ages of three and eight, teaches 
all subjects one third of the time in Spanish, one third in Russian 
and one third in English, whilst Indiana University is conducting 
an experiment with a mixed course of Russian speaking emigres 


and English speaking Americans. There are also eight Russian 
television courses on the air. 


At a theoretical level there appears to be a strong rivalry 
between tape-recorder and text-book. In a report on Russian in 
Secondary Schools delivered at New York University, Professor 
Yakobson said that some teachers of Russian felt that there was 
a “civil war” going on between the advocates of “ audio-lingual ” 
and the more traditional textbook-orientated approach in teaching. 


The News Letter provides the following statistics—484 colleges 


and universities are teaching Russian and about 570 secondary 
schools.
